WAR UPHEAVAL MAY BE 
GIVEN RELIEF BY GOVERNMENT 


Retooling of Factories Not to Last 
Over Six Months: Temporary 
Jobless to Be Given Funds 


A decision to introduce a bill ap- 
propriating $300,000,000 to $600,-| 
000,000 to compensate workers tem- 
porarily jobless by reason of plant} 
war industries was| 
reached at a white house’ confer-| 
ence between President Feonsvelt | 
and congressional and social se-| 
curity leaders. It was stipulated | 
that the workers receiving funds | 
must use their time to learn new 
war production skills. 


The money would supplement | 
state unemployment compensation, 
where it exists, at the rate of 60 
per cent of such unemployed work- 
ers’ normal wages, up to a maxi- 
mum of $24 a week. 

Paul V. McNutt, federal security

McNutt said it was necessary for 
congress to move rapidly in passing 
the relief bill to avoid hardship

Senator Barkley, the majority 
leader, estimated that when the 
war production factories attain full 
speed they would require 10,000,000 
more workers than are now em- 
ployed in this work. 

Mr. Barkley said there was “a 
unanimous feeling among the con- 
ferees that the objective sought 
should be obtained,” but that so 
far there had been no agreement 
over the language of the bill.

OFFENSIVE IN SENATE BILL 877 FIGHT 


ATTORNEYS CARRY ON FIGHT AGAINST LITTLE 
SLAVE BILLS IN CITIES AND COUNTIES IN STATE 


The California State Federation 


of Labor has delivered a decisive 
defeat to the first maneuver exe- 
cuted by the backers of Senate 
Bill 877—the spreading of a web of 
little slave bills throughout the 
state in the form of city and county 
ordinances—in their campaign to 
have the “Hot Cargo” and secon- 
dary boycott bill made a law at 
the polls next November. Santa 
Rosa, long a stronghold of the as- 
sociated farmers and~ employers’ 
council, was the scene of the fed- 
eration’s victory. 

Crumpling at last under the ter- 
rific pressure of the employer 
groups, the city council of Santa 
Rosa passed, on last November, 
after many stormy hearings, its 
little slave bill ordinance—a dupli- 
cate, to all intents and purposes, 
of S. B. 877. On January 7, last, 
attorneys for the California State 
Federation of Labor filed a suit 
entitled, “Edward D. Vandeleur vs. 
City of Santa Rosa” and others, 
and asking that this ordinance be 
declared void. Exactly one week

Behind this conclusive triumph, 
and responsible for It, stands or- 
ganized labor, which, led by the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor, presented an array of forces 
that proved to be more powerful 
than what even the associated 
farmers and employes’ council 
could wield in Santa Rosa. The 
history of this case shows how the 
power of organized labor was sum- 
moned, directed and coordinated 
straight toward victory. 

Even when the little slave bill 
ordinance was no more than a 
threat, the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor was on its toes 
and ready to meet it. It had anti- 
cipated just such a maneuver on a 
statewide scale, planned how to 
thwart it most efficiently, and kept 
vigilant watch for the first move. 

Opposition of the central labor 
council of Santa Rosa to the ordi- 
nance began with the first discus- 
sion of it by the city fathers, and 
continued actively throughout the 
weeks of battling that preceded its 
passage. Under the central labor 


sentative attended every council 
meeting at which the matter was 
brought up—some half a dozen in 
all. The city fathers were reminded 
that both the attorney general and 
the legislative counsel had advised 
the legislature before the passage 
of Senate Bill 877, that it would be 
in large part unconstitutional, and 
that the city attorney of Santa 
Rosa had rendered a similar opin- 
ion concerning their little slave bill 
ordinance—that it would be uncon- 
stitutional and unenforceable. 


The ordinance was nevertheless 
passed under the circumstances 
that have been described. But as 
soon as the suit was filed to have 
it declared void, the city fathers 
went into reverse gear as quickly 
as possible, and, what is of tremen- 
dous significance, set a precedent 
that will undoubtedly be followed 
by other city councils and boards 
of supervisors foolish enough to 
have been bullied into passing such 
ordinances, as well as act as a 
warning to those who have not yet 
taken the step. As a matter of 
fact, similar scenes will probably 
take place in the near future in 
Modesto where the federation has 
likewise filed a suit to have an- 
other little slave bill ordinance de- 
clared void.
